They are believed 
to be superior to anything the 
Germans can put into the 
fight.

‘Peril Confronting B. E. F.

Terming the surrender a 
“heartbreak” for the British and 
French peoples, The Times said 
the Allied leaders “have respond- 
ed to this disaster with a courage 
that is beyond praise.” 

The Herald Tribune termed the 
action a shock “to the nerves of the 
democracies” rather than to their 
military ability to fight on. Con- 
cluding, the paper's editorial said: 

‘Both England and France have

May they stand 
shoulder to shoulder in this dark 
hour, and may they-—for themselves 
and for right and justice and lib- 
erty everywhere—yet win!”

There is only one word to describe the 
capitulation of King Leopold. A weakling 
son of an heroic sire, he played traitor to 
his country, his ministers, his Allies and 
humanity. 

There is some reason to suspect his 
treachery was not a sudden impulse, but 
a long calculated act of deliberate villainy. 
Impulsive or studied, it was well timed. 
His soldiers held a key position in the Al- 
lied line in Flanders. When in obedience 
to his orders they laid down their arms, 
they opened a road for the enemy to 
Dunkerque and left their British and 
French Allies in the lurch. Leopold had 
not even the decency to tell his comrades- 
in-arms he was deserting them on the 
field of battle and in face of overwhelm- 
ing odds. 

He will go down to history as Leapold 
the Renegade. 


Belgium Fights On

To keep the record straight it should 


be noted that it was Belgium's King, not 
it's Government, which surrendered. 
King Leopold acted, so it is officially stat- 
ed, not only without the advice of his min- 
isters, but in direct defiance of them. 

The line of distinction must therefore 
be drawn to place the responsibility where 
it belongs and not allow it to fall else- 
where. The duly constituted Government 
of Belgium was not a party to the be- 
trayal, and is now reorganizing the scat- 
tered remnants of the Belgian forces, and 
creating new Belgian forces, in France, to 
continue the war. 

That Belgian soldiers, suddenly con- 
fronted with orders from their King to 
lay down their arms did so, cannot be 
held against them. No doubt they sup- 
posed he spoke for the Government. 
Equally the Belgian people are free from 
the accusation of disloyalty or vacillation, 
for they knew nothing about Leopold's 
change of front until it had taken place. 

In due time King Leopold and his peo- 
ple will settle accounts among themselves, 
Meanwhile the Allied and neutral world 
should not blame the nation for what its 
sovereign did of his own arbitrary choice 
and without the knowledge of his people, 
or their representatives. 


What to “Do About !t” 


A good antidote for anxiety is action. 
The Canadian who feels depressed over 
the reverse in Flanders can get a measure 
of relief by stepping into a bank and buy- 
ing a war Savings certificate, now on sale. 
Or, if funds be low, buying one or more of 
the war savings stamps, to be exchanged 
later on for a certificate when sixteen 
stamps have been accumulated. 

The Government needs the money, to 
buy and build airplanes, arms and equip- 
ment of all sorts, feed, clothe and main- 
tain our fighting forces on land and sea 
and in the.air. This is a vital part of the 
national war effort, in which all but a very 
few can have a share, and from which 
real satisfaction can be derived. 

It is to be hoped these “baby bonds” 
and savings stamps will be bought in huge 
amounts, and by everyone who can spare 
the money. The wider the sales, the more 
impressive will be the demonstration of 
the practical unity of our people; the 
stronger will be the feeling of those who 
direct the war effort and of those who 
fight that the entire nation stands behind 
them, And every buyer will have the 
sense that he has personally, voluntarily 
and directly contributed something to 
bring about the defeat of Naziism and the 
preservation of civil and religious 
liberties,

What Exactly Has Happened 


The war news is bad. It is as bad as in 
some of the dark days of the former war. 
It is particularly bad for Britain, for the 
enemy have succeeded through the 
treachery of King Leopold where they 
failed before. They now hold the Channel 
ports as far south as Boulogne. The Bri- 
tish-French army in Flanders has been 
trapped. From Boulogne to the tip 
of Denmark every harbor will be a base 
for Nazi submarines, every airfield a 


jumping-off place for Nazi bombers. 

But the situation is only in this respect 
worse than it was two weeks abo. The 
magnificent French army is still intact. 


The British expeditionary force was not a 
relatively large one. The British and 
French fleets are stronger than when the 
war began. So tre their air forces, despite 
the wastage. 

The German army is smaller, prob- 
ably by half a million men, than it was 
when it rolled into the Low Countries 
less than a fortnight ago. And weaker 
by the loss of a great number of tanks 
and a wholly disproportionate number of 
airplanes—both of the latest and most ef- 
ficient types in the Nazi arsenal. Herr 
Goering threw the best of everything he 
had into the do-or-die offensive. At that 
it took nearly two weeks to over-run the 
little neutral states and a corner of France 
—an achievement the high command may 
well have expected to accomplish in half 
the time and at half the cost. 

These facts have to be kept in mind in 
assessing the consequences of Leopold's 
desertion. A disaster; in Flanders has 
been the result, but the only result. The 
general situation is unchanged, and there 
is no cause for panic. 


Canada Sets Its Own Pace 


Prime Minister King announced on 
Monday that Canada’s war effort is to be 
both broadened and speeded up. With- 
out, it is to be noted, waiting for appeal or 
approval of the British authorities, These, 
it was stated, have not suggested that 
Canada should undertake more than it 
had already undertaken, or that it hurry 
along the program. Notwithstanding, 
the program is to be expanded, and the 
pace increased. 

Recruiting for the third division is to 
go ahead rapidly, and the recruiting of a 
fourth division begin at once. Five 
thousand men already on the waiting list 
of the air force are to be called up and put 
in training, either under the Air Training 
scheme or aside from it. Veteran com- 
panies are to be attached to militia units 
for training. Special training courses are 
to be provided for officers. Industry will 
go full speed ahead in the production of 
equipment and munitions, airplanes in- 
cluded. 

All which means that the period of 
waiting for advice from London has end- 
ed, and Canada is to push development of 
its fighting forces and its war machinery 
as its own government and parliament 
think necessary in view of the turn of 
events in Europe. This decision the pub- 
lic will enthusiastically approve—would in 
fact have heartily endorsed the moment 
Holland and Belgium were invaded and 
the terrific striking power of the enemy 
was disclosed. 

Hitherto Canada’s program has been 
based on the opinion of British and 
French authorities that the war would be 
a Jong one, the real strain to come next 
year or the year after. That supposition 
may be correct, but quite plainly the pre- 
sent furious offensive was not foreseen 
and adequately provided for. The ques- 
tion now is not what conditions will have 
to be met next year, but how rapidly Al- 
lied resistance can be built up.

The steamship, with its thousand-odd sleeping 
passengers, had been rammed soon after dawn 
by a coljier, the Storstad, and sank within a 
few minutes. In all 1,014 lives were lost. Among 
them were Laurence Irving, an English actor, 
and his wife, and a number of well known 
people from all over Canada and about 140 of- 
ficers, members and bandsmen of the Salvation 
Army on their way to an international congress 
in London.

A Warning 4nd Exdmple 


What an example this Norwegian episode is 
to other neutral countries! What an example 
it is of the danger of supposing that friendly 
relations with Germany, or friendly assurances 
from Germany, or treaties of any kind, or 
friendly offices rendered to Germany, or advane 
tages given to Germany—what a danger to sup- 
pose that any of these are the silghtest protec- 
tion against a murderous onslaught, the moment 
it is thought by Germany that any advantage 
can be gained by her by 80 acting! 

If the Norwegian government had not been 
80 very strong and severe in enforcing her neu- 
trality against us, and in leaving their corridor 
open to German operations and machinations, 
and if they had entered into confidential rela- 
tions with us, it would have been very easy to 
give them very timely and more opportune sup- 
port than is now possible. 

It is not the slightest use blaming the Allies 
for not being able to give substantial help and 
protection to neutral countries if they are held 
at arm's length by those neutral countries until 
those countries are actually attacked on a acien- 
tifically prepared plan by Germany. And I trust 
that the fact that the strict observance of neu- 
trality by Norway has been a contributory cause 
to the suffering to which she is now exposed, 
and to the limitations to the aid we can now give 
her, will be meditated upon by other countries 
who tomorrow, or a week hence, or a month 
hence, may find themselves the victims of an 
equally elaborately worked out “staff plan” for 
their destruction and enslavement.—Winston 
Churchill in Parliament. 


That Agreement! 

Tt is interesting to remember, in these days 
when the blood-thirsty leaders of Fascism daily 
announce that the hour draws near when Italy 
can join in the partition, pillage and destruction 
of the western democracies, that the Anglo- 
Italian Agreement of April, 1938, is still in force. 
That document, duly sealed and ratified by the 
governments concerned, marks one of the minor 
signposts in the descent towards Avernus fol- 
lowed by Europe for years past, regardless of 
the fact that it was hailed at the time as the 
proof of the sagacity and wisdom with which the 
dictators were being handled by the shrewd and 
all-seeing directors of Anglo-French policy. Mr. 
Chamberlain, speaking on the progress of the 
Anglo-Italian negotiations on April 8, 1938, ex- 
plained that they did not approve of dictator- 
ships, “But there they are. You cannot remove 
them. You have to live with them.” He went 
on to say that their legitimate grievances had to 
be removed, that there was a splendid chance of 
restoring friendly Anglo-Italian relations, and 
he ventured to predict that if the Opposition 
would only be patient they would find out “it 
is not I who is being fooled but they, who are 
fooling themselves.” 

So the agreement was duly signed, and 
Mussolini pledged himself, in return for favors 
received, to pul] his troops out of Spain, to 
restore his army in Libya to its peacetime foot- 
ing, and not to injure the position of Britain by 
conducting hostile radio and press campaigns 
against her, This is the agreement which, to this 
day so far as anyone knows, still remains in 
force. On it the London Times made the com- 
ment that Mussolini now declared Italy to be “a 
Satisfied country,” and Mr. Chamberlain said 
that he was sure the quarre] between the two 
countries was based upen unfounded suspicions 
and misunderstandings—“the ease with which 
once we had broken the ice we were able to 
reach agreement shows, I think, that I was right 
in that view. ... There was no real and solid 
foundation for supposing that our interests were 
opposed to one another.” 

How Mussolini must have laughed as he read 
that and many other similarly hopeful speeches 
of 1938, for the Axis game now threatening to 
reach its final stages was already in full swing. 
The crafty Italian was then, as he still is, putting 
on a little counter-insurance. But his funda- 
menta) object was no less clear than that of his 
senior partner: to wait until the moment was 
ripe and then to pull down and tear at the throat 
of the two western powers which barred the way 
to a new division of the world. Were not the 
democracies—to use Mussolini's elegant lan- 
guage—the symbols of a decaying and putrid 
civilization? Had not the time come to destroy 
them in the interests of the great new order of 
Fascism? Every move he made was calculated 
to bring that about, though his fundamental 
weakness was such that he dared not do more 
than play the role of jackal among the Great 
Powers. 

That dangerous role he now prepares himself 
to play, and the risks he will take can be justi- 
fied only by the richness of the rewards he feels 
will await “his” victory. That he is so preparing 
is a miserable commentary upon the’ attempts 
which began four years ago or more to placate 
and appease him. The more he got, the greedier 
did he become, the more difficult to deal with, 
the more deceitful, the more dangerous, What 
was a minor threat in 1935, when he assaulted 
the Ethiopians, has now become a major prob- 
lem, due solely to the tenaciously held belief 
that he could be talked out of his avowed aims 
to reincorporate in his bulging personality the 
greatness and glories of Rome's bygone gran- 
deur, 

It was against this evildoer that the first 
large concerted efforts of the League were 
directed in the only attempt ever made to use 
the force of the available Great Powers to pre- 
serve peace and justice. With the abandonment 
of that effort—which could so easily have been 
suecessful—the descent to Avérnus became all 
but certain; and the task of restoring conditions 
of order beeame so much harder. That task has 
now, however, been undertaken, and the en- 
trance of Italy into the war will make it not im- 
possible, though it may well prolong its course. 
This is the price to be paid for past weakness, 
but it is a price that al! the Rritish peoples and 
the French as well will be ready and glad to 
pay, provided that, at the final reckoning, the 
foundations are laid for an international] control 
of policies which will render such manifestations 
of the human ego as Mussolini impossible phe- 
nomena.— Winnipeg Free Press.

The patient with arthritis may) 
believe his disease started with the 
onset of the severe joint symptoms 
which led him to go to the doctor | 
who told him he had arthritis. How- | 
ever, the soil from which his pres: | 
ent arthritis developed was only | 
built up through years of living in| 
a certain way, and there was prob- | 
ably a period of 5 to 10 years during 
which he was preparing for the| 
arthritis he now has. | 

During the early part of that| 
period, preventative measures could 
have been used which might pos- | 
sibly have saved him from the! 
final arthritic condition 

To the layman, arthritis is a 
disease of the joints marked by | 
joint deformities, swelling and 
pein, but to the physician, arthritis 
is a disease of the whole body in| 
which the joints exhibit the chief | 
symptoms, In other words, arthritis 
is a constitutional disorder built up| 
by certain habits of living which 
create the basic arthritic soil, The 
best way of avoiding it is to have 
the potential patient observe those 
good habits of living which keep 
the chemical processes within the | 
body working normally. 

Chronic arthritis develops very) 
gradually and the patient is given 
plenty of time to change his way of 
living. | 

The main reason he does not! 
change is that the early symptoms | 
usually soon pass off, and he does. 
not realize his danger of developing | 
this crippling disease. | 

The earliest symptoms of arthritis | 
are likely to clear up within a day 
or so and it is very seldom that the| 
patient sees any relationship be-| 
tween the arthritis which he has to- 


day and the faint symptoms oceur- 
ring as far back as 5 to 10 years. 

He forgets the soreness in the 
lower back, the neuritis, the sciatica 
and the fleeting joint pains which 
have come and gone. Perhaps in the 
past he has noticed that the finger 
joint was sore and painful for a few 
days, but the trouble cleared up of 
itself and he therefore took it for 
granted it was due to strain. Such 
warning signs do not fly a red flag 
which says, “Arthritis may be on 
the way.” 

Repeated pain which comes and 
Roes about a joint or muscle should 
not be explained away by calling it 
rheumatism. Such pain and discom- 
fort may appear on and off for years 
before the possible coming of the 
severe joint symptoms which indie 
cate a fully established arthritis. 

Regardless of the fact that the 
patient may say he feels well, the 
returning discomfort indicates that 
he may already be in the first stage 
of arthritis. Fortunately prevent- 
ive measures applied in the first 
stage may often completely stop 
the arthritis and the patient there- 
by avoids the final crippling effect 
which might otherwise be a strong 
possibility, 

The preventive treatment to be 
used would be much the same as 
that to be undertaken after arth- 
ritis has developed. Those troubled 
with fleeting joint pains would do 
well to send for an article on The 
Treatment of Arthritis.

I did so and here it is, with the first six lines in my 
handwritng. Then Mr, Igma dated and signed it, and took my bonds. 

I folded the receipt, put it in my wallet, and went home 

“Mr. Igma now claims that I never gave him the $10,000 U.S, Treas- 
ury 4% 1954 bonds, and refuses either to give me these bonds, or to 
reimburse me for their value. | 

“I ask this Grand Jury to indict» him for Grand Larceny.” 

Mr. E. N. Igma, waiving immunity before the same Grand Jury, re- 
quested to be heard, and testified as follows: 

“It is true that Mr. Query brought some bonds to me on September | 
9, 1939, wrote his own receipt at my request, and delivered the bonds | 
to me. I signed the receipt, just as he says. The last three lines are 
in my own handwriting. 

“However, he delivered only the first three items. No Treasury 
Bonds were ever delivered to me, nor was this item written on the re- 
ceipt when I signed it. 

“I ask this Grand Jury to dismiss the charge against me and to 
indict Mr, Query for Forgery.”

A ateat many babies tend te 
develop the ugly, ill-emelling crust 
on top of the head known a 
“oradle-cap.” It results, chiefly, 
because of the gingerly manner in 
which mothers wash the soft-spot 
(fontanel) fearful of exerting 
any pressure upon it, Weeks of 
careless washing eventually result 
in an accumulation of dirt and 
off which then resists ordinary 
cleansing measures. 

Wash the baby's head about every 
other day. Use soap and warm water 

and do not be afraid to wash thor- 
oughly. Rinse well and dry 
scalp with a soft, warmed towel 
Then rub a little baby oj! into the 
crown of the head and wipe off any 


surplus. Tf one does this regularly 
every time the head is washed it 
would be surprising if any scale 


gathered there 

If the scale has already formed 
some more drastic cleansing meth- 
Ods may be needed. It has been 
found successful io use some 
slightly abrasive jvwder such as 
borax or boric acid powder on a 
damp cloth. “ub over the top of 
| the scale, Rinse, dry and off well. 
| Keep up this treatment until the 
scale is loose enough to fall off 
when washed Keep using the 
powder and oil until it is clean, 
| Then wash as above 
Sometimes an unrecognized food 


sensitively shows itself up in this 
persistent crust and scale on the 
head or upper forehead This is 
really a form of ecrema.

IS EXPECTED 
IN TWO WEEKS 


Many Heavy New Taxes 
Looked For To Meet 
War Emergency 


OTTAWA, May 29—The federal 

budget probably will be brought 
| down in the commons within two 
weeks when Hon. J. L. Ralston, 
finance minister, informs the com- 
mons what Canadians will be as- 
sessed in the current fiscal year 
to pay for the cost of the Domin- 
fon’s expanding war program. 

Authoritative sources say the 
annual report on the country’s fin- 
ancial position will not be given to 
parliament this week but it is 
scheduled to be made soon. It is ex- 
pected the budget will provide for 
many heavy new taxes, particular- 
ly on luxuries, to meet the war 
emergency. 


MUST BORROW SOME 

The estimates for the current 
fiscal year already tabled in the 
house, show government activity, 
excluding the war, in need of $448,- 
000.000. And for war purposes some 
$700,000,000 is to be appropriated. 

The government will raise by tax- 
ation as much of this money as 
possible, The rest must be borrowed.

MONTREAL, May 29—Brig, W. 
W. Foster, Dominion president of 
the Canadian Legion, said yester- 
day in a report to the Legion's 
eighth Deminion convention that 
although victory in a military 
sense in the present war is cer- 
tain it is not in iteelf sufficient, 
but mast be “Accompanied by 
guaranteed security for the fut- 
ure.” 


“We who have now participated | 


in two world wars must be prepar- 
ed to maintain our organization 
upon such a high standard that its 
voice may be listened to with re- 
spect during the difficult periods 


that will accompany the discussion if 


of peace terms and demobilization,” 
Brigadier Foster's report said. 

Men of the Legion were told they 
have every reason to be proud of 
the RBegion’s past record, “Its 
steadfast adherence to the prin- 
ciples of unity, 
peace; of its action in the anxious 
days preceding the declaration of 
war, and now its acceptance of the 
challenge to the honor of our Jand.” 

| Reviewing steps taken to have 
carried out resolutions passed at 
the Legion's last convention at Fort 
| Wi lliam two years ago, the report 
singled out resolutions dealing with 
the need for unity among ex-ser- 
vicemen and the development of 
national unity in Canada. 

With the advent of war 70,000 
former members of the Canadian 
forces were ready to undertake 
whatever services they could 
render, giving “Immediate assur- 
ance of protection against sabo- 
tage, and setting an example which 

both the government and the 
country generally gratefully ack- 
nowledged,” 

Brigadier Foster, referring to the 
part being played by the Canadian 
Legion War Service, which func- 
tions as an auxiliary to the Legion, 
said that “In England, or wherever 
the troops may be, arrangements of 

every possible character have been 
made to meet the requirements in 
the field or on leave.” 


WHEAT SEEDING 
NEARLY ENDED 
MULLEN SAYS 


Resulting from highly favorable 
weather conditions of the last two 
weeks, 97 per cent of the Alberta 
wheat seeding has been completed, 
according to Hon. 
minister of agriculture, who re- 
leased Wednesday the second agri- 
culture department crop report 
of the current season. 

Late figures estimate the acreage 
sown will approximate that of last 
year, which was in excess of 8,000,- 
000 acres. The report states that 
there has been an increase of three 
per cent in the acreage sown to 
oats and barley. Seeding of coarse 
grains is from 30 to 100 per cent 
completed, the average for the pro- 
vince being about 75 per cent com- 
pleted. 

The report states that “Hot wea- 
ther and drying winds have re- 
moved surface moisture very rap- 
idly 
especially in the south and along 
the eastern border of the province, 
particularly in the St. Paul-Bonny- 
ville district, where the situation 
is described as serious. 

“Early sown crops have germin- 
ated evenly and stands show vigor- 
yus growth. There has been no re- 


port of damage to crops from in- |i 


sects, disease or soil drifting.”
